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-Claims *33-35 have been amended to overcome the 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph for lacking antecedent basis. The amendment does 
not change the scope of the claims and rejections (under 35 U.S.C. 103) in the previous office action (4/6/2004) still applied to claims 1- 
35. For example, applicant argues that (1) both Smith et al and Beelitz et al fail to disclose "setup information is obtained from a user 
interface component, and the dependency information is acquired from a data store that contains the dependency information"; (2) Beelitz 
et al does not teach or suggest "a user interface component adapted to prompt a user". The combination of Smith et al and Beelitz clearly 
disclose setup information is obtained from a user interface component (Beelitz et al, col. 22 lines 39-52), and the dependency information 
is acquired from a data store that contains the dependency information (Smith et al, col 2 lines 18-21, note that dependencies information 
is inherelty stored to be added as necessary). 
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
